~ PREPARING VEGETABLE EX EXHIBITS FOR SCHOOL FAIRS 


The lack of proper preparation of 
vegetables for exhibit at the country 
and schoo! fairs during the fall sea- 
son has been so much in evidence dur- 
ing past years that the writer, who 
has judged at many fairs, feels it time- 
ly to offer suggestions which may be 
of help to the prospective exhibitor. 
The scope of this article is much too 
limited, however, to make detailed 
suggestions on the preparation of the 
individual vegetbles and _ therefore 
a general outline only will be attempt- 
ed, . 

The uniformity of any exhibit is of 
prime importance. The vegetables 
in an exhibit should be similar in 
size and shape. Too many exhibitors 
fail, owing to the lack of uniformity 
in their entry. 

Each specimen should be fresh firm, 
smooth and free from blemish, Noth- 
ing wilted, soft, spongy, or decayed 
should be eptered for an exhibit. 


Weight is taken into consideration 
when cabbage, melons, squash, pump- 
kins, onions, and citrons are judged. 
While coarseness is always to be av 
oided, the heavier specimens are in- 
variably placed first by the judges. 

The size which certain vegetables 
should be to obtain first place is a 
much debated point. Many exhibitors 
give preference to large size rather 
than quality. Invariably large size 
does not denote quality. Medium 
size in most cases is usually chosen. 

Skin color distinctions are often im- 
portant in vegetables for exhibit. In 
general, the deeper shades are prefer- 
able to the lighter shades, but the 
colour must always be typical of the 
variety. For instance, deep yellow 
carrots are preferable to light yel- 
low, Dark red beets are more desir- 
able than the lighter colored. Pure 
white cauliflower is ranked higher 


than .. "v or cream colored. Dark

green spinach and parsley are pre 
terred to light green. 

The vegetables should Le as free as 
possible from disease, insect injury, 
growth cracks, discolourations and 
any abnormanl! ordeformed growth... 
Among the root vegetables in partic- 
ular it should be pointed out that side 
roots and flesh discolourations are 
very objectionable. The white rings 


in beets should be as small as possible 


Or entirely absent. A small core is 
highly desirable in carrots. 

A proper balance is of utmost im- 
portance in the preparation of collec- 
tions of vegetables. Every kind of 
variety should) be conspicuous and 
stand out from its neighbor. This is 
often helped considerably by choos- 
ing shallow containers in which has 
been placed the green tops of mature 
asparagus. Crepe paper, of a colour 
which blends with the general colour 
scheme, also helps materially to make 
the exhibit pleasing to the eye.

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THE PRICE 


With the cost of manetnevured 
goods and most commodities rising 
steadily the price of wheat is at a 
ridiculously low figure. On the bas- 
is of 70 cents a bushel for One Nor: 
thern at the terminal, the average 
price to farmers at local shipping 
points in Alberta, after averaging 
grades, will be around 50 cents a bush- 
el. Even with a big crop such a 
price is profitless. Alberta’s wheat 
crop this year is less than half of 
last year’s outturn, which makes the 
price situation even more acute. 

The Wheat Pools of Western Can- 
ada are endeavoring to induce the 
federal government to increase the 
price of wheat to $1 a bushel. In 
the United States, wheat farmers are 
obtaining approximately $1.16 a bush. 
el through a guaranted minimum price 
@and special bonuses.. That figure 
{s considered on a parity with other 
brices, 

In Western Canada, farmers have 
higher costs than in the United States 
and $1.25 a bushel could be considered 
as a parity price. The figure of $1 
a bushel is not at all unreasonable.

85 PERCENT JAPANESE 
IMPORTED MATERIAL 
WENT INTO HOSIERY 


Ottawa— Eliminate silk stockings 
from consideration, officials said, and 
Canada's problem of replacing raw 
silk imports from Japan can be con- 
quered, 

“Hosiery still is the one big ques- 
tion mark,” said one official in close 
touch with the silk situation as it af- 
fects Canada. He estimated that be- 
fore the war 85 percent of Japanese 
silK imported by the Dominion was 
used in manufacture of silk stockings. 

“It's a problem that may be hard to 
sole completely and 
but we're constantly working to de- 
ve'op substitutes and much research 
work is being done,” he said. 

“Outside of hosiery,” he added, “I 
don’t think we have anything to wor- 
ry about.” 

Silk lingerie worn by women would 
be affected, he explained, but he 
doubted if women would notice any 
change when rayon was used exclus- 
ively to replace silk.

THAT ST. LAWRENCE QUESTION 


HILE WE in Alberta are far re- 

moved from the St. Lawrence and 
hence may not feel any special con- 
cern with the project of the deep wat- 
erway construction, yet should it go 
through we would be vitally concern- 
ed in exra heavy taxation, further de- 
pletion of available labor, and the use 
of metal which is needed at present 
for war purposes. In view of this, 
the following statements taken from 
an address delivered in Washington, 
D., by Dr. W. T, Jackman, Professor of 
Transportation of the University of 
Toronto will be illuminating: 

Washington, D.C., August 11—The 
most devastating, comprehensive and 
impressive criticism of the St. Law- 
rence power-seaway proposal yet 
heardl by the Rivers andHarbors Com- 
mittee of the House of Representa- 
tives was presented here yesterday 
by Dr. W. T. Jackman, Professor of 
Transportation of the University of 
Toronto, Discussing Canada’s war 
effort and the consequent drain upon 
Dominion resources, Dr. Jackman 
asked pointedly whether America 
would favor the waterway project at 
this time if the people of the United 
| States were required to spend sixty 
percent of their national income for 
the current year’s war and peace-time 
requirements. 

He said he did not believe that if 
proper consideration were given to 
Canadian conditions, with full know- 
ledge and appreciation of their real- 
ity, the United Sttes would think of 
adding such an immense financial bur- 
den to that which the people of fthe 
Dominion already are shouldering. 
INn this regard he invited the com- 
mittee’s attention to the fact that 
Canadian power in large amounts has 
been made available for industries in 
the United States fofr many years. 

“Is it the ‘good neighbor’ policy to 
add an enormous financial obligation 
to a country which has been engag- 
ed in a war defending democracy, and 
the resources of which will be requir- 
ed in increasing extent for the same 
end during the years ahead?” Dr. 
Jackman asked. He quoted the 
following from a letter addressed to 
President Roosevelt by Prime Mini- 
ster Mackenzie King last March: “It 
is from this point of view and in this

| “when it is wanted—despite all rea- 
son to the contrary-—in order to satis- 
fy long-held political hope, we beliave 
that the great majority will show their 
reason in recognizing this scheme as 
highly unwarranted in the present 
crisis.” 

The witness quoted from a recent 
statemnt made by Dr. T. .H. Hogg, 
Chairman of the Hydro Electric Pow- 
er Commission of Ontario and an out- 
spoken advocate of the St. Lawrence 
project as follows: “It is quite evident 
that this development cannot be class- 
ed as a war measure, for even if were 
undertaken tomorrow, it would be six 
or seven years before it would become 
of use, "et the project is persist- 
ently misrepresented as a war mea- 
sure which, far from helping, would 
actually handicap war work.” 

“It has been stated in Canada that 
the contribution of the Dominion Govy- 
ernment would be$44,040,000 and that 
of Ontario $87,590,000, making a total 
of $131,632,000," said Dr. Jackman, 
“But on the basis of actual costs of 
similar enterprises, Canada’a half 
share of the International Rapids sec- 
tion cost would be $332,000,000 or 
$200,000,000 million more than the 
amount stated to the people, And it 
should be remembered that this makes 
no provision for 27-foot navigation ex- 
cept the 48 miles from Prescott to 
Lake St. .Francis and the Thousand 
Islands section—Lake Ontario to Pres- 
cott, 67 miles, a total of 115 miles. 
Nor does it take into account the in- 
terest on the amount of capital. It is 
the truth like this which should be 
given to the public in each country 
in order to prevent their being com- 
pletely deceived.” 

In the matter of alleged cheap pow- 
er for war industries from the St. 
Lawrence development, Dr. Jackman 
said that since such power cannot be 
available in less than six or seven 
years it would be of unlikely war use. 
He pointed to the fact that Ontario 
Hydro and other Dominion power dis- 
tributors now are exporting large

salt, 4 to 6 tbsps. mayonnaise. Mix 
well. 
@Eag Salad— 

Combine 5 chopped eggs with 1-4 


cup mayonnaise, and 3 tablespoons of 
each—chopped celery, nuts, and 
Bweet pepper.

@Savory Cheese—
